In a recent conference you asxed the opinion of this 
office whether the Conmission might lawfully grant a permit, 
under the provisions of KSA 181, to a corporation the sole 
stookholder of which 1s an elien. We reply in tne affirmative, 


You advise that lie corporation is orginizcd under the 
laws of the State of New Lempshire and that 


“each of its principal officers and 
dircctors, is of good moral character, 
is a citizen of the United States not 
less then twenty-one vers of age, and 
has never been convicted of a felony 

eo 0 o* RSA 181:15 


It appoors that the corporation is in all other respects 
qualified e 


It is cur view that the Legislature in its reference 
to United States citizenship, quoted above, thereby intended 
to specify in a dofinitive manner all of the requirements eo 
und the sole requirenents - wnicn must be met in this 
particular respect. ihe lawemaxing body might have directod 
the Commissisn to exanine into the ownership of corporate 
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applicants cn the issue of Citizenship: it did not, but instead 
spocifically, and Siuply, set up the roquirénent that Yeach of 
Lthe/ principal osficers and directors" o¢ sucn &n applicent 
snould meet the test of citizenship. To impose a further ree 
quirement in this recerd under the circumstences would, in our 
Opinion, constitute an unwarranted extension of the Comnission's 


power,
